First. — To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Second.— To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

Third. — To  choose  an  Elector  under  provisions  of  the  Will 
of  the  late  Oliver  Smith,  Esq. 

Fourth. — To  revise  and  accept  a  list  of  Jurors  nominated  by 
by  the  selectmen. 

Fifth. — To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  current  expenses  of  the  Town. 

Sixth. — To  provide  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Town  in 
anticipation  of  Taxes. 

Seventh. — To  hear  the  report  of  the  Seclectmen  and  Treas- 
urer and  act  thereon. 

Eighth. — To  hear  the  report  of  the  School  Committee  and 
act  thereon. 

Ninth. — To  hear  the  report  of  any  Committee  of  the  Town 
and  act  thereon. 

Tenth. — To  Vote  Yes  or  No  in  answer  to  the  Question,  Shall 
Licenses  be  granted  in  this  Town  for  the  sale  of  Intoxicating 
Liquors. 

Eleventh. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  Memorial  Day  and  choose  a  committee  to  ex- 
pend the  same. 

Twelfth. — To  choose  a  committee  to  expend  the  income  of 
the  Whiting  Street  Fund.
